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£8.6m to help tackle the 
menace of road potholes

MOTORISTS who face a daily 
challenge to avoid hitting one of 
the thousands of potholes on the 
county’s roads were given some 
good news this week when Kent 
County Council was given an extra 
£8.6m towards fixing them. 

The government awarded the 
grant to Kent County Council after 
it lobbied for cash in the wake of 
the wettest winter on record. 

Medway Council received a 
smaller grant of £266,288. 

The cash handouts form part of 
£200m of central government 
funding announced by Chancellor 
George Osborne in the recent 
Budget. 

In total some £44.5m was 
distributed to councils in the South 
East. 

It has been distributed nationwide, 
in addition to more funding to help 
boost flood defences. 

The entire county has suffered 
under the recent deluges, with the 
likes of Yalding, near Maidstone, 
Tonbridge and villages near 
Canterbury among the worst hit. 

In some cases, roads have only 
just reopened after weeks of 


being submerged. 

More than 40 highways crews 
have been fixing the potholes, 
sometimes at the rate of more than 
1,000 a week. 

David Brazier, the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
transport and the environment, 
said: “The roads have taken an 
absolute pounding and the 
government has recognised this. 

“We knew the appalling weather 
was going to cause severe damage 
and we immediately allocated 


funding to ramp up the number of 
crews tackling potholes, although 
our response was initially 
hampered by the wet weather.” 

The council aims to repair 
problems within 28 days of them 
being discovered, although 
dangerous faults should be fixed 
within two hours. 

Medway Council spokesman 
Mark Templeton said: “We were 
pleased to receive the additional 
funding from the government. 

“It will be targeted to areas that 


have suffered during the prolonged 
wet weather.” 

The non-stop rain makes the 
foundations of the road slump and 
causes the road surface to then 
fracture. 

When temperatures drop below 
zero, the situation is exacerbated 
- as ice forms under the surface 
and expands as it freezes, thus 
cracking the surface.

Kings Hill plans slash 
affordable homes as 
housing is cut by 35% 


DETAILS of the next major phase in 
development at Kings Hill in West 
Mailing were unveiled this week - 
and they see a big drop in plans for 
affordable housing. 

The latest planning application 
resubmitted to Tonbridge and 
Mailing Borough Council followed a 
major consultation period after an 
outline application was submitted 
last year. 

At its heart will be some 635 new 
homes - a drop from 975 in the 
original proposals. 

The original 975 homes would 
have comprised more than 40 per 
cent affordable homes - some 390 
dwellings. 

However, as a result of changes in 
planning guidance, it has now 
dropped that share to just 17.5 per cent 
- 112 of the 635 proposed new homes. 

Plans for a petrol station have also 
been scrapped. 

In addition, there will a two-form 
entry primary school - with room to 
expand - which will be built on the 
existing County Supplies site on Gibson 


Drive; an extension to the community 
hall; a skate park; and improvements to 
roads and landscaping. 

The plans were initially submitted 
in 2013 by developer Liberty 
Property Trust along with Kent 
County Council. 

The land included within the 
application has historically been 
zoned for commercial use. 

However, say the developers, local 
supply and demand has altered and 
this change of land-use will see a 
“re-balancing between commercial 
and residential uses”. 

Andrew Blevins, managing 
director of Liberty Property Trust, 
said: “We listened carefully to 
residents’ concerns over the scale of 
new housing and have reduced the 
number proposed. 

“We have worked hard to revise 
our plans, taking into consideration 
the feedback received during the 
various public consultations. 

“Kings Hill will stay true to its 
roots as a mixed-use development, 
with space for business to grow.”

What next for Manston? 
KLM suspends flights as 
talks with ‘buyer’ begin

THE future of Manston Airport re¬ 
mains uncertain after KLM con¬ 
firmed it was suspending its daily 
Amsterdam service, while MP Sir 
Roger Gale suggested a buyer had 
made an approach. 

It all comes just 10 days after own¬ 
er Ann Gloag informed staff that she 
intended to shut the airport follow¬ 
ing a 45-day statutory consultation 
period. 

The millionaire, and founder of the 
Stagecoach firm, had bought the 
Thanet airfield six months ago in a 
deal worth just £1. But after talks 
with Ryanair to run budget flights 
and a freight deal with British Air¬ 
ways both fell through, she waved 
the white flag and admitted there was 
no hope of profit in the medium term. 

But earlier this week, Sir Roger 
Gale suggested that he had spoken to 
two prospective buyers - and con¬ 
firmed that one had put in an offer to 
Ms Gloag on Thursday. However, the

MP refused to identify the bidder. 

KLM, which provides the only 
passenger service from the airport - 
a twice-daily service to Amsterdam 
- said the uncertainty was seeing it 
suspend services from April 10. An¬ 


yone booked on services beyond that 
date has been given alternatives 
from Heathrow. 

And on Wednesday the union 
Unite, which represents 40 of the 
150 staff who face losing their jobs, 
held talks with management but 
emerged with a gloomy outlook. 

Its representatives said the airport 
was facing closure in mid-May and 
that it was examining options for 
staff at other South East airports. 

Meanwhile, Kent County Council 
and Thanet District Council have 
joined forces to support the Manston 
Airport task force set up by Sir Roger 
and supported by Thanet South MP 
Laura Sandys. 

The task force is expected to work 
with other partners to explore a 
framework for Manston’s future. 
This is likely to include a submission 
to extend the enterprise zone. 

The councils will be meeting 
again “as a matter of urgency” in the 
coming week to discuss the situation 
and say that looking at possible ways 
to keep the airport open will be top of 
the agenda.

Hop festival in 
date change to 
avoid rail work 

ORGANISERS of the Faversham Hop 
Festival have had to move the event 
forward a week to avoid clashing with 
rail engineering works. 

The event was originally planned to 
run over the weekend of September 6-7, 
but work on the rails would have meant 
no train service into the town. 

It is expected the festival will attract 
more than 30,000 people, so to ensure 
they could get to the town without 
problems the date has been pulled 
forward. 

The festival will now take place over 
the weekend of August 30-31. 

David Thompson, managing director 
of the event, said: “We took this difficult 
decision in line with our policy of 
encouraging people to visit the festival 
by train. 

“Our colleagues at Southeastern have 
confirmed that a full service will run 
which will include additional carriages 
over the duration of the festival, and 
Network Rail have been most helpful in 
ensuring no disruption takes place.” 

Network Rail said the engineering 
works taking place on the line were part 
of a £145 million signalling upgrade. 

Swale council leader Andrew Bowles 
said: “I am delighted all parties involved 
have been able to work together to 
ensure the hop festival goes ahead.” 


Padre picks up MBE 
for war-zone bravery 

AN RAF padre who worked in Camp Bastion 
Hospital and helped repatriate more than 50 
British and Afghan military personnel and 
civilians has been awarded an MBE. 

The bravery of the Reverend Dr (Wing 
Commander) Giles Legood, 46, from Maidstone, 
was revealed during a ceremony at the 
Honourable Artillery Company in London. 

During his three-month tour of Afghanistan last 
summer, Padre Legood also provided spiritual 
help to Scottish units that had three men killed in 
action and six wounded, and to Georgian Army 
personnel dealing with a terrorist attack on their 
colleagues, resulting in more than 50 casualties in 
one day. 

Padre Legood said: “It is humbling to receive 
this award, which is, in part, public recognition for 
the work of all military chaplains, which, so often, 
goes on behind the scenes. It was a privilege to 
serve alongside the team at Bastion Hospital, who 
are regularly exposed to horrific scenes.” 


Company fined after 
workers hit by crane 

A LOGISTICS company has been find £10,000 
after two workers were sent crashing five metres 
to the ground while they worked at Manston, 
leaving one with a broken jaw, 11 broken teeth, a 
fractured elbow and a broken pelvis. 

A second worker gashed his leg, suffered 
whiplash and required 10 stitches for a head 
wound. 

The two men, aged 45 and 47, were working on 
May 5, 2013, for CEVA Logistics Ltd at a site in 
Manston. 

They used a truck to raise them so they could 
photograph the improvements they had been 
working on when the machine was hit by an 
overhead crane and the two fell to the floor below. 

The incident was investigated by the Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE), which prosecuted the 
company for safety failings at Margate 
Magistrates’ Court this week. 

Leicestershire-based CEVA was fined £10,000 
and ordered to pay £1,491 costs. 


Free swimming for all

Family moved as 
money pours in for 
Christian Smith’s 
charity fund-raising 
website, as Chris 
Murphy reports 

C YCLISTS and well-wishers 
from around the world 
have responded by donat¬ 
ing tens of thousands of 
pounds in tribute to tragic 
father-of-three Christian Smith, who 
was killed last weekend as he took 
part in a charity fund-raising event. 

The 38-year-old, from Boughton 
Aluph, near Ashford, was 19 hours 
into a marathon 24-hour, 248-mile 
cycle around the county to raise mon¬ 
ey for mental-health charity Mind. 

He was hit by a car at Chestfield, 
near Whitstable, at about 4am last 
Saturday. 

Mr Smith had aimed to raise 
£1,000 for the fund, promising to 
“cycle naked around Wye” if he did. 

But after news of his tragic death 
spread, donations to his dedicated 
charity site began to flood in. 

By Thursday it had already topped 
the £75,000 mark. 

In a statement issued on Tuesday, 
his grief-stricken family said: “Even 
in the depths of our grief we are 
moved beyond belief at the outpour¬ 
ing of love and support that has been 
shown by so many, especially as most 
didn’t even know Christian. 

“His story has touched cyclists and 
mental-health sufferers, families and 
individuals across the world. 

“He is a husband, father, son, 
brother, uncle, cousin and friend who 
will always be so dearly loved and 
remembered. 

“We are all so proud of everything 
he has achieved. His death was tragic 
and we pray that no one else has to 
suffer similar sorrow and heartache.

GIVING AS A RESPONSE TO TRAGEDY 


IT is not the first time that a tragic 
death during a charity event has 
sparked a flurry of donations. 

According to psychologist 
Stephen Bayliss, from Hythe, it 
forms a tangible way for us to 
acknowledge heroic endeavour 
that comes at the highest of prices. 

He told us: “It highlights many 
positive aspects of people and our 
basic needs as humans. Empathy 
is one such need.

lems in England and Wales.” 

Officers investigating Mr Smith’s 
death made two arrests this week. 

A 19-year-old man from the Herne 
Bay area has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of causing death by dangerous 
driving and bailed pending further 
investigation until July 27. 

Also, an 18-year-old woman was 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving and 
driving with excess breath alcohol. 
She has been bailed until July 26. 

An appeal for witnesses continues, 
including a taxi believed to have been 
in the area at the time. 

PC Jamie Woodhams, of the Seri¬ 
ous Collision Investigation Unit at 
Kent Police, said: “I don’t believe the 
driver was involved in the collision, 
but they could hold valuable details.”

Untimely deaths of swimmer and runner 
have also prompted generous outpourings 


ON July 14 last year, Susan Taylor 
walked into the English Channel at 
Dover and began a gruelling effort 
to swim across the world’s busiest 
shipping lane in aid of charity. 

All had gone well until she was 
just one mile from the French coast. 

Then she suddenly collapsed in the 
water. 

Despite desperate efforts to revive 
her and rush her to hospital, she died 
soon after. 

The 34-year-old’s death shook the 
nation. Thousands donated money 
to her dedicated web-page and two 
charities she was fund-raising for 


ultimately benefited to the tune of 
almost £82,000. 

It was a similar story when Claire 
Squires suffered a fatal cardiac arrest 
during last year’s London Marathon 
as she approached the finish line. 

The 30-year-old hairdresser, an 
experienced runner, collapsed and 
never regained consciousness. 

She had hoped to raise £500 for 
the Samaritans. Donations from the 
public saw that figure eventually 
swell to £1.2 million.

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Comedy legend still bringing 
some sunshine into our lives 


Thirty years after his death, a revamped stage show dedicated 
to comedian Eric Morecambe hits the road. Chris Britcher 
met the men behind the tribute, in their Canterbury rehearsal 
rooms, and spoke to the legend’s eldest son... 


O N the evening of May 27, 
1984, Eric Morecambe 
arrived at a theatre in 
Gloucestershire to be the 
star turn in a show staged 
by a fellow comic and old chum. 

In a question and answer session at 
the end of the first half of a show 
staged by Stan Stennett, at the Roses 
Theatre in Tewkesbury, the bespecta¬ 
cled comedian did what he did best - 
utterly charm an audience already 
enchanted with him. 

During the interval he would enjoy 
a pot of tea before re-appearing, un¬ 
expectedly, alongside the final act of 
the night, Alan Randall, a renowned 
solo instrumentalist. Pretending to 
play along, he had the audience in 
stitches once again. 

Even without his comedy partner 
of 43 years, Ernie Wise, he was a mas¬ 
ter of his craft. 

“Is that it then? ” he said to Mr Ran¬ 
dall as his act came to an end. 

Walking off to rapturous applause, 
and a host of curtain calls, they 


would be the last words Eric More¬ 
cambe ever uttered. 

As he walked into the wings he col¬ 
lapsed after suffering a massive heart 
attack. His third. His wife Joan, sat in 
the audience, rushed to his side. 

A little over five-and-a-half hours 
later - and 30 years ago this year - one 
of Britain’s best-loved comics was dead 
and the nation went into mourning. 

“I was at his house when he died,” 
remembers Gary Morecambe, Eric’s 
eldest son. “I was looking after their 
house while they were away at the 
show. 

“After it happened, I was getting 
calls at his home about him. It was all 


rather strange. I was left absolutely 
shocked. 

“He always said if he had a third 
heart attack it would kill him. And it 
did.” 

Gary Morecambe, now 55, is a rare 
visitor to Kent. 

His last visit was as a babe in arms 
with his mother and father after a 
visit to Margate; the town in which, 
during the 1940s, his mother had 
been crowned Miss Margate at a pub 
owned by her brother. 

He’s a friendly chap and it’s easy to 
glimpse the family resemblance. 
What’s more, he is perhaps the finest 
champion of his father’s legacy; an 


author of a host of books, and a close 
involvement in the numerous projects 
which continue to be generated by 
the warmth and hilarity generated by 
Morecambe and Wise. 

It’s somewhat more bizarre when 
he sits himself next to a man who has 
developed an enviable reputation for 
his portrayal of his father. 

Bob Golding, 43, has all the man¬ 
nerisms of Eric, and for good reason. 
For he is the star of a remarkable 
show which charts the life of the com¬ 
ic - from birth to death via a roller¬ 
coaster life and a fame which, to this 
day, engages and inspires a host of 
generations. 


The show, Morecambe, is no new¬ 
comer to the touring circuit. 

Penned by Tim Whitnall, from an 
initial idea by Mr Golding, it went to 
the Edinburgh Festival in 2009 and 
won its writer and Mr Golding plenty 
of plaudits. 

A fter a UK tour and West 
End run it emerged the 
proud owner of a prestig¬ 
ious Olivier Award with Mr 
Golding nominated for best actor. 

Now it is back, revamped, and un¬ 
der the direction of Kent’s Paul Hendy 
- the former TV presenter turned 
pantomime king who, along with 
wife Emily Wood, is one half of Evolu¬ 
tion, the production company behind 
a host of money-spinning pantos, 
most notably the annual knees up at 
Canterbury’s Marlowe Theatre. 

For Mr Hendy, a self-obsessed More¬ 
cambe and Wise devotee, this is very 
much a labour of love. (At his home in 
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Eastry, near Dover, the walls are lined 
with old posters dedicated to live 
performances by the comedy duo). 

“In 1977 Morecambe and Wise 
were at their absolute peak,” Mr 
Hendy, 47, explains, as we sit amongst 
the props at the play’s rehearsal rooms 
at the Phoenix Performing Arts studi¬ 
os close to Canterbury West station. 

He and Mr Golding - who to a gen¬ 
eration is the voice behind both Milo 
and Max on children’s TV hit the 
Tweenies - had been camped there 
for several weeks, fine tuning the pro¬ 
duction for its re-birth. 

“The Christmas show pulled in 27 
million viewers,” adds Mr Hendy, “I 
was 11 at the time and all I remember 
thinking was that was what I wanted 
to do. I didn’t want to just copy them, 
but I wanted to be part of that enter¬ 
tainment world. It was mesmerising.” 

To put it into context, 27m is akin 
to half of the entire population tuning 
in, at the same time - this is before the 
days of video and iPlayer, let us not 
forget - to watch two comics at the 
very height of their powers. 

“They managed to appeal to every¬ 
one,” adds Mr Hendy. “The young¬ 
sters, like me, loved it because it was 
so funny, and the older generation en¬ 
joyed it because it harked back to an 
earlier form - a variety show. 

“Ultimately, they were at the top of 
their game, working with people at the 
top of their game and creating magic. 

“Tommy Cooper was possibly the 
only performer of the time close to 
them, but while you can do an im¬ 
pression of Tommy, you can’t really 
remember his sketches. Not like you 
can with Morecambe and Wise.” 

M orecambe, the play, opened 
a UK tour which straddles 
March through to June, on 
Friday. It will call in at 
both Canterbury and Dartford on a 
hectic schedule. 

Today, though, three of the 
most significant figures in the 
production are gathered togeth¬ 
er in the same room. 

Gary Morecambe is assist¬ 
ant producer - a title he 
openly admits “means noth¬ 
ing, but I wanted to be in¬ 
volved” - Paul Hendy has invested 
considerable time and money into the 
show, and Bob Golding is having to 
fine-tune something of a theatrical 
tour de force - a 90-minute show 
where he is on stage for every minute, 


have been far more disrupted. 

He explained: “Michael was a dear 
friend but he would say they never 
had any settled family life. But because 
of my mother, we didn’t have that. 

“I remember chatting to Sean and 
he suggested we form a Sons of Dead 
Comedians Society - because he was 
friends with Harry Secombe’s son.” 

And Ernie? 

“Well Ernie and his wife didn’t have 
chidlren, so we didn’t know him so well. 

“He was always Uncle Ern when we 
were kids, but after Eric died I saw a 
lot more of him and get to know him a 
bit better. 

“My father would never let anyone 
criticise Ernie. He was extremely de¬ 
fensive of him. 

“What’s more he would never make 
jokes at his expense behind his back 
- only ever if Ernie was in the room. 
They were a very protective partner¬ 
ship. But then were together longer 
than most marriages.” 

he play, Morecambe, is no 
simple tribute piece. And 
while there are plenty of 
laughs, it doesn’t shirk from 
other issues either - such as the heart 
attacks which dogged Eric More¬ 
cambe in his adult life and would 
eventually kill him. 

“I saw the original when it came to 
Margate,” explains Paul Hendy, “and 
beforehand I thought ‘is this just 
someone doing an impression?’. 

“Within seconds I realised it was so 
much more. Whilst not an impres¬ 
sion, it has the spirit of Morecambe 
and Wise in it. 

“We’ve tried to move the original 
play on and make it a little shinier. 
And, of course, it means a great deal 
to me.” 

Which is a neat way of encapsulat¬ 
ing Eric Morecambe’s hold on the 
British public, some three decades 
since his death. Eric and Ernie meant 
a great deal to many people. 

From 40-somethings today who 
remember watching it with their 
parents, to students aware of the 
duo’s impact on popular culture and 
their sense of timing and good fun. 

They brought happiness. And, of 
course, they brought sunshine.

Is it, then, not odd for Gary More¬ 
cambe to see someone - and he ad¬ 
mits he and Bob have become good 
friends - portraying his father? 

“Well, I’d seen Kenneth Branagh 
direct a play about them [The Play 
Wot I Wrote, back in 2001] so it 
wasn’t the first time I’d seen my father 
portrayed in such a way. 

“What struck me about Morecambe 
was the play itself. It’s the script, the 
production. Bob does 
some 55 characters in 
the 90 minutes.” 

It’s a somewhat 
surreal experi¬ 
ence seeing Mr 
Golding go 
full 



Morecambe mode - there is an aura 
about him which is almost intimidat¬ 
ing - it is uncannily accurate. 

For Mr Morecambe, however, it has 
never been a particularly normal life 
- although he admits his mother did a 
wonderful job in keeping a calm and 
steady home life in the midst of his fa¬ 
ther becoming a household name. 

“At the age of five, when I first went to 
school,” he says, “I can remember peo¬ 
ple saying they’d seen my Dad on TV. I’d 
thought it was just us watching it. 

“I remember going home and 
speaking to my Dad about it and he 
said ‘just enjoy it while it lasts’.

He thought they’d have two good 
years and then be back in panto. 
Ironic that 30 years after his death 
I’m still here. 

“I think he did his best at being a 
father but it was strange because of 
his profession. He was absent for a lot 
of my earlier childhood and then at 
the end of it he was around all the 
time. It was a shame it wasn’t the 
other way around because at 20-21,1 
was doing my own thing.” 

So did he ever crave a more anony¬ 
mous childhood? 

“To be honest,” he says, “it was just 
that for the most part. 

“But once you went beyond the gar¬ 
den and into the street, especially in 
the 1970s, if you went on a ten-minute 
walk with him you always had to 
write off an hour, as he’d always stop 
and perform for people. 

“The show business was there but 
it was rather removed. It would only 
rear its head if there was a big event 
and suddenly I’d be sat in the Dorches¬ 
ter next to Elton John. I’d go home 
and that was it for six months.” 

Having met and become good 
friends with the late Michael Sellers, 
the son of the legendary Peter, and 
Sean Milligan, son of Goons star Spike, 
he would come to realise that life could 


‘The longest overnight success in 
show business’; duo’s rise to glory 


THAT a compilation of their finest 
moments continues to air each 
Saturday night on prime-time BBC2 
says much of the nation’s apparently 
relentless appetite for the talents of 
Eric Morecambe and Ernie Wise. 

Not that the duo’s remarkable 
rise to becoming household names 
happened fast. 

As Gary Morecambe puts it, they 
had the “longest overnight success in 
show business”. 

Born Ernie Wiseman and John 
Eric Bartholomew - Eric changed 
his name to that of his home town, 
the seaside resort of Morecambe - 
their partnership was formed in 
1941, when they were both in their 


mid-teens, in the music halls of the 
north. Disrupted by war service, 
they resumed in 1946 and as a duo 
they began to enjoy success, 
eventually breaking into radio. 

Forgotten by many was their first 
foray into TV in 1954. 

Their show Running Wild was 
panned by critics and they retreated 
to continue to work on their act in 
theatres around the county. 

After returning in the early 60s 
to the small screen, it was in 1968 
where they embarked on the most 
memorable part of their career. 

The Morecambe and Wise Show on the 
BBC became TV gold and beloved of 
audiences and celebrities who flocked 


to be guest stars. Among them was 
Whitstable’s Peter Cushing who would 
make a host of appearances. 

With their trademark song and 
dance to Bring Me Sunshine, they 
hit a high in 1977 when they pulled 
in 27m viewers. Only to stun the 
entertainment world a month later 
when they announced they were 
taking their show to ITV. 

Their show continued with the last 
being the 1983 Christmas special - 
aired just a few months before Eric 
Morecambe’s death. 

Only that ended the partnership of 
43 years. Ernie Wise would survive 
until 1999, when he died, aged 73, of 
heart failure.

How a daughter’s death brought 
children’s respite services to Kent 


DEMELZA was set up by Derek and Jennifer 
Phillips following the death of their daughter, 
Demelza, from a brain tumour at the age of 24. 

Demelza worked at Acorn’s children’s 
hospice in Birmingham and the couple realised 
the south east was in dire need of a similar 
facility - at the time the nearest children’s 
hospice was in Oxford. 

Derek and Jennifer’s hard work in fundraising 
and publicity resulted in the opening of the 
hospice just outside Sittingbourne, set in six 
acres of beautiful Kent countryside, in 1998. 

In 2009, after a two-year £6.5 million 
fund-raising drive, Demelza opened a second 
hospice, this time in Eltham to cater for the 
many families in need across south east London. 

It was officially opened in June, 2009, by 
Demelza vice presidents and Olympic champi¬ 
ons Jayne Torvill and Robin Cousins. As well as 
overnight respite stays the hospice, in the heart 
of Eltham, also offers day care for children. 

Demelza also operates a community nursing 
team which offers a hospice at home service for 
children across East Sussex. 

Specialist paediatric nurses go directly into 
the family homes to provide care, crisis 


intervention, and on-call service and respite. 

The hospice at home care service started as 
James House following the death of 11-year-old 
James Gooch from a rare and incurable genetic 
disorder. The merger with Demelza in 2004 
saw the name change to Demelza James and it 
is now known as Demelza Community. 

Families who use the hospice at home care 
service also have the option of using Demelza’s 
hospice facilities. 

The high quality specialist care offered by 
Demelza is focused on the whole family, not just 
the child who is ill. 

Siblings are invited on numerous trips and 
activities and given a chance to socialise with 
children in the same situation. 

It also offers therapies including music and 
art therapy and complementary therapies for 
the whole family. 

At the end of the child’s illness, it offers a 
comprehensive service of support using a 
bereavement suite, which enables a family to 
let go and say goodbye at their own pace. 

It continues to offer bereavement support 
for families, however long it is since their child 
passed away. 


“ADDING life to days when days cannot be added 
to life” is the ethos of Demelza Hospice Care for 
Children. 

Demelza provides care and a place to play relax 
and recharge, for nearly 800 children with 
life-limiting or life-threatening conditions and their 
families. 

Both its 10-bed hospice in Sittingbourne and 
six-bed hospice in Eltham, south east London, offer 
a range of specialist services, including day care, 
short-stay care, symptom control, end-of-life care, 
psycho-social therapies and bereavement support 
for the whole family. 

The care team is led by specialist children’s 
palliative care nurses and its facilities ensure 
children make the most of their stay at the hospice.

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Hitting back against the abusers 

Kent Police and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes’ latest exclusive column for KoS reports on her new 
appointment of a youth commissioner and how she is determined to keep battling domestic abuse 





H ELLO to you all. It has 
been a busy time for me 
as usual with a packed 
programme at work and 
at home, as our family 
welcomed our newest member - a 
wonderful grandson. 

This is my second grandchild, and 
the joy of becoming a grandmother 
once again is just as strong as it was 
the first time. 

Since I last wrote to KoS readers, I 
have announced my youth commis¬ 
sioner. Kerry Boyd, is an extremely 
focused student from Garlinge, who 
will be the link between the county’s 
young people and policing. 

Just 19, Kerry has been on a month¬ 
long induction and will begin her role 
full-time in April. Her position will be 
critical in helping ensure our young 
people stay out of the criminal justice 
system and in creating an education¬ 
al programme around the challenges 
they face; from knife crime on the 
streets to cyber-crime in the home. 

It has also been a month when we 
made great strides in our campaign to 
raise the profile of domestic abuse and 
to encourage more people to report it. 
Odd as it may sound, I am heart¬ 


ened when I see a rise in the number 
of reported domestic violence crimes; 
it means that more people are trust¬ 
ing Kent Police to deal with their 
complaint. 

It takes enormous courage for a 
victim who is suffering this type of 
abuse to come forward. 

I am also reassured to see reporting 
from repeat victims is on the decline. 

Domestic violence is a horrific crime 
that strips a person of their dignity. It 
is a crime which often remains hidden 
in our homes, the very place where 
we should feel most safe and secure. 

I am quite sure confronting vio¬ 
lence at home is the most difficult and 
emotional thing anyone will ever 
have to face. 

There is not just one form of domes¬ 
tic abuse but several: physical, 
psychological, sexual and financial. 

All of it takes place behind closed 
doors in controlling and bullying re¬ 
lationships, and often comes from the 
abuser’s desire for power and control. 

Domestic abuse is repetitive and life 
threatening; it takes place regardless 
of race, ethnicity, religion, class, 
disability or lifestyle. 

And it gets worse over time - it rare¬ 


ly gets better - destroying the lives of 
those affected and their families. 

Did you know nearly three-quar¬ 
ters of all children on social services’ 
registers live in households where 
abuse takes place, and a high propor¬ 
tion of them are also victims? 

We have to stop this happening. 

The HMIC report on how police 
forces in England and Wales tackle 
domestic abuse was published this 
week. While it shows there is much 
more to do, it does confirm Kent’s ab¬ 
solute focus to help victims. I wel¬ 
come the report because any debate 
helps to raise awareness of this despi¬ 
cable crime. 

One way we can help is through 
Clare’s Law. 

The scheme is named after Clare 
Wood, who was killed by her ex-boy¬ 
friend George Appleton in 2009. 

Appleton had a violent past that Ms 
Wood knew nothing about. 

Clare’s Law allows people to request 
information about their partners. 

Based on the information disclosed 
they will be able to make an informed 
decision about their relationship - 
meaning they could escape potential¬ 
ly dangerous situations - before any 


harm comes to them or their loved 
ones. So if you are victim of domestic 
abuse, please be reassured you are 
not alone - there is support for you. 

You can get assistance from Kent 
Police by telephoning 101, or of 
course, 999 if you are in immediate 
danger. 

Let’s leave you with another posi¬ 
tive development. 

My Commissioner’s Fund will fund 
up to £2,000 community projects 
which help to prevent and reduce 
re-offending, support victims of crime 
and empower community groups 
to reduce crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour.

Generations feel the impact 
of decision to close dockyard 


On March 31,1984, 
the Navy shut 
down Chatham 
dockyard, a move 
which 'ripped the 
guts’ out of the 
nearby area. 

Now, 30 years on, 
Chris Murphy and 
Sarah Linney find 
out how that day 
continues to 
define Medway 


F EVER there was a pivotal year 
for the county’s industry then 
1984 was surely it. 

Five years into Prime Minster 
Margaret Thatcher’s time in of¬ 
fice and the Conservative government’s 
reforms were getting into full swing. 

Early in the March of that year, the 
coal industry was told a number of its 
pits were to close; there were cheaper 
imports elsewhere, was the argu¬ 
ment, and it was costing the state too 
much to subsidise. 

It would spark a bitter year-long 
dispute which would engulf the 
county’s coalfields as well as those up 
and down the land. 

But while that battle began, one 
of the county’s most traditional in¬ 
dustries was staring at oblivion. 

Chatham’s dockyard had, for cen¬ 
turies, been synonymous with all 
that had made Britain great. 

It was the heart of the ship-building 
industry which allowed the nation to 
rule the seas, for an empire to be built, 
and for a small island to be one of the 
major global powers. 

For 414 years, the dockyards 
sprawled out along the Thames 
Estuary, the waters flowing in and 


out of the very heart of London. 

Over the years, it provided more 
than 500 ships for the Royal Navy, 
establishing itself at the forefront of 
shipbuilding, industrial and 
architectural technology, employing, 
at its height, more than 10,000 
people. 

But times changed. Needs changed. 

As our reliance on the dominance 
of the seas declined, so did the power 
and necessity of Chatham docks. 

With savings to the nation’s purse 
needing to be made, the decision was 
taken to bring the curtain down on 
production - despite its history. 

“It was a terrible blow,” remembers 
Paul Harriott, “it ripped the guts out 
of the Medway towns.” 

As leader of what was then Gilling¬ 
ham Borough Council’s Labour group, 
he was part of the all-party delegation 
which lobbied the Ministry of Defence 
in a bid to persuade the Government 
to keep the dockyard open. 

And as a technical officer in the 
dockyard’s planning department, he 
also faced redundancy. 

“There was an enormous campaign 
to save the dockyard,” recalled the 
81-year-old, who is still in politics to¬ 


day, representing Twydall ward. 

“But we were told £6 million had to 
be cut from the budget and there 
wasn’t the money to keep it open.” 

He found out that his workplace of 
almost 40 years was closing when he 
heard it on the radio. 

“I can always remember that day,” 
said Cllr Harriott, who started at the 
dockyard in 1956, working as a fitter 
and a chargeman before becoming a 
technical officer. 

“It was quite a shock. I can remem¬ 
ber some people in tears.” 

Permanent workers, known as es¬ 
tablished workers, were better off 
than casual industrial staff, who of¬ 
ten did not qualify for a work pension. 

While Cllr Harriott was able to find 
a job with the Ministry of Defence, 
others were not so fortunate. 

He explains: “A lot of the officers 
were offered jobs in the dockyards in 
Scotland or Portsmouth but a lot of 
them didn’t take them up. 

“The labourers, the machinists, the 
cleaners - they were just tossed to one 
side. Many of them wouldn’t have 
been offered other jobs and although 
a lot of them found work in local com¬ 
panies or went to work in London, 


unemployment went up to around 25 
per cent. 

The closure broke up a great pool of 
skilled labour and engineering exper¬ 
tise, which was completely lost.” 

lex Routon is now 71 and 
still lives in Medway. 

He started at the yard 
aged 15 in 1958, training 
as a boilermaker over a five year 
apprenticeship. He later became a 
crane examiner and finally was in 
charge of 29 men working as boiler¬ 
makers. 

He said: “At the time I lived in Can¬ 
terbury which was a very quiet, al¬ 
most rural, city. I was a quiet, shy 
country lad. 

“When I got to the yard it was a real 
shock. I remember walking into the 
boiler shop and thought I had gone 
back 200 years - it was like some¬ 
thing out of Dickens. 

“There were machines working 
and shafts turning, people hammer¬ 
ing lumps of metal, and there were 
pot fires going creating clouds of 
smoke - and all this was inside the

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building. I was wondering what I had 
let myself in for. 

“But over the decades, I loved every 
thing about it. I enjoyed the camara¬ 
derie and the work, which was hard, 
dirty and sometimes dangerous.” 

He said they knew an announce¬ 
ment was on its way about the 
dockyard’s future, but no one really 
knew what John Nott, defence 
secretary at the time, would be 
saying when he addressed the 
Commons. 

Mr Routon said: “I had my men 
gathered around the radio in my 
office and we listened. 

“Eventually, we realised the 
government really was going to 


completely shut down Chatham so 
there would be nothing left. The room 
just fell silent. We could hardly be-

lieve what we were hearing. It was 
the end of an era. It was an awful 
feeling when you think all those men, 
with all those valuable skills, were no 
longer needed. All those years 
training and they were being kicked 
out for good.” 

T he future looked bleak for 
many of the most specialised 
trades, like those involved in 
radio and radar systems. 

Mr Routon said: “Because of my 
trade, I was among the luckier ones 
that could turn our hand to almost 
every field of engineering. 

“But others had to uproot their fam¬ 
ilies and move further afield to find 
work in their more specialised fields, 
or retrain for something else entirely.” 


Ken Brown, 76, started in May 
1953 as an apprentice shipfitter. He 
explained there was a sense the dock¬ 
yard would close long before the Con¬ 
servative administration made the 
move - and it was simply a question of 
which government pulled the plug. 

He explained: “There was a lot of 
gossip going around that the end was 
coming. 

“It was incredibly busy, but the 
world started changing and the 
number of ships got fewer and fewer. 
A lot of submarines then started ar¬ 
riving, but even those numbers de¬ 
clined. It was all down to cost-cutting 
across the military. 

“By the time it was closed down, 
there were around 7,000 people 
there, so you knew bad things were 


about to happen. It couldn’t be run 
down any more without being closed 
completely. 

“A lot of men with trades worked 
there - I was in Number 8 Machine 
Shop. Later we amalgamated, with 
the engine fitters and I went in to the 
trade planning office. 

“We actually made the parts we 
needed to use - manufacturing was a 
big thing at the yard. Now it’s gone. 

“I visited the Ocelot submarine that 
is still moored there and could recog¬ 
nise some of the parts I worked on, 
like hatches and the crane that lifted 
the torpedoes into their firing tubes. 

“There were so many trades in 
there - we could make anything. It 
was all self-contained.”

Rodney Chambers, leader of Medway Council, 
reflects on anniversary of the dockyard’s closure... 


THE closure of the dockyard hit 
Medway very hard, with the conse¬ 
quent loss of 7,000 jobs at the site, 
and many more in subsidiary 
businesses. It is fair to say that 
when the yard closed it was the 
end of an era. 

Some said Medway would never 
recover from this devastating 
milestone in our history. At the 
time, I might have agreed with 
them. But Medway is tough, 
resilient and resourceful. 

In fact, it is due to this very 
reason we have managed to move 
on from this difficult period. 

We picked ourselves up and, 
since the mid-1980s, much work 
has been carried out to regenerate 
the local area and economy. 

Anyone who visits Medway 
today will see how the former 
dockyard has been successfully 
developed. It now contributes 
more than £16million to the local 
economy each year and around 
170,000 people visit the Historic 
Dockyard annually. It is also a 
much sought after filming location. 

As well as being an important 
tourist site, many manufacturing 
and engineering businesses have 
also located there. And those now 
trading from the dockyard are 
continuing to expand. 

In recent years, Medway’s 
engineering and manufacturing 
sector grew by some 9,000 jobs, 
and now makes a significant 


contribution of 19 per cent to our 
overall economic activity. 

We’ve also seen the regenera¬ 
tion of St Mary’s Island and 
Chatham docks, as well as major 
growth at the Medway City Estate, 
with 600 companies now providing 
more than 6,000 jobs. In addition, 
the area boasts four universities 
with more than 10,000 students. 
This is in contrast to ten years ago 
when Medway had very little 
higher education provision 
available. 

These facts do not mean we 
should forget the illustrious history 
and phenomenal heritage the 
dockyard and its surrounding 
defences have given us. 

It is fair to say that from the 
Spanish Armada to the Falklands 
crisis, ships built, repaired and 
manned at Chatham secured and 
maintained Britain’s command of 
the world’s oceans over many 
centuries. 

And that strong and resilient 
period in our history has played a 
huge role in securing the global 
position our country enjoys today. 

In the 16th century, Chatham 
played host to the majority of the 
Queen’s ships. In 1588, the yard’s 
shipwrights prepared her maj¬ 
esty’s vessels for the ultimate test 



- to face the might of the Spanish 
Armada. 

By the mid-18th century, the 
royal yards had developed into the 
largest industrial organisations in 
the world, supporting thousands of 
skilled workers. 

In fact, it was the facilities and 
skills provided in the royal dock¬ 
yards, particularly at Chatham, 
that underpinned the Royal Navy’s 
success at sea - including suprema¬ 
cy in battle; the epic voyages of 


discovery made by Captain James 
Cook, Charles Darwin and others; 
and the anti-slavery patrols of the 
19th century. 

In the 18th century, one of the 
world’s most famous ships - Lord 
Nelson’s HMS Victory - was built at 
Chatham. 

During the mechanisation and 
industrialisation of Britain, the 
dockyard grew considerably 

More recently, in the 20th 
century, Chatham became a 
driving force for the construction of 
submarines. Indeed, the Ocelot, 
the last Royal Navy submarine to 
be built at Chatham, is now a 
popular visitor attraction there. 

In the late 1950s and 1960s 
Chatham became home to the 
reserve, or standby fleet, for 
Britain. 

But over the next few decades 
the strategic need for a naval 
dockyard in three locations in 
England - Plymouth, Portsmouth 
and Chatham - receded. 

Sadly, it was decided that 
Chatham’s days at the forefront of 
British naval ship construction 
were at an end. 

I hope people will take time - as 
I will - on March 31 to reflect on the 
history of the dockyards at 
Chatham and wider Medway, and 
how this area is being transformed 
as we move away from the difficult 
period the closure brought us 30 
years ago.

hour group on Medway Council. His 
family moved to the area due to his 
father’s role in the Royal Navy. 

“The government made the wrong 
decision,” Cllr Maple reflects. 

“There was real anger in the com¬ 
munity. The decision was felt to be 
short-sighted. They didn’t take into 
account the impact it would have on 
the community. 

“Some families found it very diffi¬ 
cult to find employment subsequently 
- and there were ramifications far be¬ 
yond that. It’s not just the households 
that have lost their jobs, it’s the cafes 
and pubs that serve them. It’s every¬ 
one in the supply chain. We have lost 
huge swathes of pubs that served the 
dockyard community. 

“And now, with shipbuilding being 
withdrawn in Portsmouth, if Scot¬ 
land votes for independence we could 
be left with no shipbuilding capacity 
in the UK. That wouldn’t have been 
an issue if Chatham was still open - 
decisions like that can leave a society 
vulnerable decades later.

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“When I speak to people, when I 
knock on doors across Medway, they 
talk about how the closure impacted 
on their families. 

“There are thousands of families 
who have individual stories to tell. 
Some say the town never recovered.” 

The issue of whether the towns 
have reversed their fortunes since the 
closure is one open to debate. One 
thing is clear, however, and that is 
that by reflecting on its past glories, 
Medway is defining its future. 

When the docks closed, several 
generations were left rudderless. 
Tackling that, and setting a clear 
course for future generations, was 
the ultimate aim. 

But just like trying to stop and turn 
a giant ocean liner, the process has at 
times been slower than anyone 
thought imaginable. 

Yet, 30 years on, and the green 
shoots of the towns’ revival are show¬ 
ing through. And, fittingly, engineer¬ 
ing is at its very heart. 

A University Technical College 
(UTC) which flavours the regular 
curriculum with engineering, will be 
sited, hopefully, at Chatham Waters, 
one of the major development sites on 
former dockland. 

It will form an essential part of an 
education jigsaw which includes ma¬ 
jor campuses for the likes of the Uni¬ 
versity of Kent, Canterbury Christ 
Church University, the University of 
Greenwich and MidKent College. 

For many, they are the bedrock of 
future prosperity. Not that all agree. 

Councillor Paul Harriott reflects: 
“The universities have improved edu¬ 
cational opportunities, but I would 
have liked to have kept shipbuilding 


and construction. There is no skilled 
work for youngsters who don’t want 
to go down the academic route.” 

The dockyard itself has also 
spawned the Historic Dockyard - a 
monument to the site’s heritage. 

Adds Vince Maple: “We have an in¬ 
creasing creative offer and an increas¬ 
ing tourism offer, but I think most peo¬ 
ple would say the dockyard had a far 
more positive impact in the past. 

“That’s not to denigrate what hap¬ 
pens there now, but the dockyard em¬ 
ployed 7,000 people who had great 
levels of skills and knowledge, and it 
had a long history. I think most peo¬ 
ple would say that that hasn’t been 
replaced, plus there was a period of 
time when there was nothing there. 

“I don’t think the introduction of the 
universities outweighs the heavy price 
the community paid. We have gradu¬ 
ates, but where do people go to get a 
job? We can’t keep the talent here.” 

He suggested that the towns’ fu¬ 
ture could lie in embracing green 
technology and in the Paramount 
theme park planned for Swanscombe.

in wind farms, for example - they’re 
an expanding sector and we’ve not 
done enough across north Kent to 
embrace that,” Cllr Maple said. 

“The Paramount development of¬ 
fers huge potential for the economy of 
north Kent, and I want Medway at 
the forefront of that. I think it will re¬ 
quire a lot of technical expertise and 
we need to make sure our young peo¬ 
ple are upskilled to be the workforce 
for it.” 

A t the heart of everyone’s 
wish-list is for the success 
of the dockyard to be re¬ 
built, somehow. That the 
loss of one industry is still being felt 
all these years later underlines its re¬ 
markable significance. 

Robert Smith worked at the docks 
and has written books on his 
experience. 

He explained: “I look back at my 
time at the dockyard with pride in my 
efforts to support the Navy, working 
with people I admired and respected. 
The enormous amount of good work 
put out is often forgotten. 

“I look forward to the day when the 
Medway towns have fully recovered 
from the devastating blow the closure 
caused, with major local engineering 
firms closing and a highly skilled 
dockyard workforce unemployed. 

“Hindsight is wonderful - the clo¬ 
sure was probably necessary — but 
the Medway towns had a high price 
to pay.”

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Mick Dawkins, lecturer in engineering at MidKent College, looks at industry’s fall and return to glory 


Building on the past 
to ensure generations 
to come can prosper 



LEGACY: Hopes are high for dockyard to again be home for engineering 


WHEN I first joined MidKent 
College’s engineering department in 
1980, we taught five different groups 
of apprentices from Chatham 
dockyard every day. 

Every group consisted of about 25 
students, or 625 a week in total, not 
to mention all the electrical appren¬ 
tices and those studying on higher 
education courses. 

When you consider those num¬ 
bers, it’s not hard to see why the 
closure of the dockyard had such a 
hugely negative impact on the people 
of Medway and the engineering 
industry as a whole. 

The unemployment at the time 
was awful, and not just among those 
who were directly employed at the 
dockyard. Its closure was the 
catalyst for lots of other smaller 
engineering firms to go down the 
pan, because they relied on the 
subcontracting work provided there. 

Medway lost a lot of its most talent¬ 
ed workers as a result, with many of 


them moving to places like Rosyth 
and Portsmouth to find work in the 
dockyards that were still open there. 

I remember it was also a bad time 
for the college, which suffered a drop 
in income and had to make a lot of 
people redundant due to the number

of apprentices it lost. 

It’s safe to say the closure of 
Chatham dockyard killed engineer¬ 
ing in this part of the country, at 
least for a short time. 

One of the few positives to come 
from the closure was that many of 
the very skilled workmen who lost 


their jobs now had the motivation 
they needed to pick themselves up 
and start their own businesses. 

Many of those businesses are still 
around today, and slowly but surely 
the engineering industry is making a 
comeback. You only need to look at 
the high number of engineering 
firms on the Medway City Estate and 
Eurolink in Sittingbourne for 
evidence of that. 

I still occasionally bump into 
people who recognise me from when 
I taught them at the college up to 35 
years ago, who are appreciative of 
the skills they learned here and who 
are still working in the industry as a 
result. 

A lot of ex-students now run their 
own engineering firms as a result of 
the training they received here, 
which is great to see. 

In 2014, there are lots of options 
out there for engineering students. 

As well as the big local employers 
like BAE Systems and Delphi, there 


are also lots of other smaller firms 
that specialise in their own particu¬ 
lar areas of engineering and are 
always looking for young talent. 

Many young people still see 
engineering as a fantastic career 
path, which is demonstrated by the 
fact that we have increased the 
number of courses in the subject. 

We regularly talk to employers and 
use labour market intelligence to 
ensure our students are learning the 
skills required, and there is definitely 
still a need for skilled engineers in 
Kent and Medway. 


The college is also one of the main 
sponsors of the new University 
Technical College (UTC), which will 
specialise in construction and 
engineering. 

I think it’s a tremendous positive 
that the UTC will be based at the 
dockyard because it will bring the 
subjects the students are learning to 
real life. 

The historic value alone will be 
worth its weight in gold, and 
hopefully Chatham dockyard will 
once again become the home of 
engineering in Kent.

Mum and daughter 
who faced and beat 
cancer at same time 


Diagnosed with 
breast cancer, 
Rachel Hirst then 
found out her 
mother Gillian 
had contracted it, 
too. Sarah Linney 
hears their story. 

HE fight against cancer is 
a battle that would daunt 
anyone. 

But for Rachel Hirst and 
her mum Gillian Senior, the 
nightmare was doubled when mother 
and daughter were both diagnosed 
with breast cancer at the same time. 

Mrs Senior, Rachel’s mother, found 
out her diagnosis just as her daughter 
was going into hospital for treatment. 
But she kept her condition quiet so as 
not to upset her. 

This weekend, for Mother’s Day, 
they will be celebrating not just their 
mother-daughter relationship but 
also their successful battle against 
the disease. 

But as Rachel, 44, explains, the expe¬ 
rience has changed her outlook on life. 

“Mother’s Day means so much to us 
all as a family because both mum and 
I survived cancer,” said Mrs Hirst, 
who lives in Brenchley, near Paddock 
Wood. “We’ve been able to spend 
many more precious years together 
thanks to the advances in research 
and treatment.” 

With a family history of the disease 
- Mrs Hirst’s aunt, grandmother and 
great-grandmother survived breast 
cancer and another great-aunt may 
have also suffered from it - she had 
always been very aware it might 
affect her, too, and started going for 
mammograms - where medical staff 
scan the breast for any abnormalities 


in the tissue - in her late 30s. 

It was in the autumn of 2010, when 
she was 41, a mammogram picked up 


some early changes in her breast cells. 

At first, doctors just thought those 
cells would need to be removed, using 
a technique called a ‘wide local exci¬ 
sion’, a ‘breast-conserving’ surgery 
that sees the cancerous area removed 
and is particularly effective if the dis¬ 
ease is caught early. 

But subsequent tests revealed the 
cancer was more serious than 
originally thought. 

It meant Mrs Hirst had to undergo a 
mastectomy and reconstruction, six 
cycles of chemotherapy and five weeks 
of radiotherapy - a gruelling process. 

“At every appointment the news 
seemed to get worse. I thought ‘When 
is it going to get better?’,” she said. 

“I think the doctors were shocked 
themselves. I don’t think they expect¬ 
ed it to have gone to one of my lymph 
nodes as well.” 

Her mother, Gillian, came down 
from Yorkshire to look after her after 
her mastectomy, and it was only then 
she learned of her mother’s illness. 

“Mum told me she had found a 
lump and had a test and it was breast 
cancer,” recalled Mrs Hirst, who is 
the marketing manager at Mascalls 
School in Paddock Wood. 

“She didn’t want to tell me straight 
away because I was going through 
treatment. We just laughed, in com¬ 
plete disbelief, and thought ‘How can 
we be so unlucky?’. It didn’t seem fair.” 

The chances of being diagnosed 
with breast cancer start to decrease 
after the age of 65 and Mrs Senior 
thought she had escaped. 

“The odds of us both getting it at the 


same time after all those years were 
unbelievable,” her daughter said. 

“I am grateful to her because I 
know she kept it quiet to protect me. I 
think she found out literally as I was 
going into hospital and thought it 
was just too much for me to hear. 

“My dad was devastated both his 
wife and his daughter had been diag¬ 
nosed. It was stressful for everyone.” 

But the mother and daughter found 
that, just as they had been able to 
cope with their individual diagnoses, 
they could cope with each others’. 

“We went through the next bit to¬ 
gether. We both felt really bad for one 
another, but it was also comforting 
having Mum go through this at the 
same time,” Mrs Hirst said. 

“Right at the beginning, when I 
didn’t know what treatment I was 
going to have, I didn’t know how I 
was going to get through. 

“But I remained positive because I 
was protecting my children.” 

Mrs Senior needed less intensive 
treatment than her daughter, and af¬ 
ter undergoing a lumpectomy and 
radiotherapy, finished her treatment 
around Christmas. But her daughter 
still had another six months to go. 

“Mum felt terrible that my treat¬ 
ment was so much more gruelling 
than hers,” Mrs Hirst recalled. 

“I think she felt a bit guilty, like she 
got away with it lightly. 

“It was difficult with her being in 
Yorkshire, but she would ring me eve¬ 
ry other day to see how I was.” 

Mrs Hirst’s husband Mark and 
their two daughters, Bethany, 18, 
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and Lucy, 15, were a huge source of 
support to her. 

They were also her reason for try¬ 
ing to face her treatment with as 
much positivity as she could muster. 
“They were all brilliant,” she said. 
“I put a positive spin on everything 
because the girls might have to face 
something similar in future and I 
wanted them to see that, whatever 
happens, you can get through these 
things and move on. 

“I kept everything open and ex¬ 
plained what was happening and 
how I would feel.” 

O ne method of coping was to 
laugh and joke - even when 
Mrs Hirst had to go through 
the pain of losing her hair. 
“That was traumatic. But when I 
got cross, the kids used to say to me 
‘Keep your hair on, keep your wig 
on’,” she said, laughing. 

“I’d joke about the characters I met 
at hospital, so it didn’t seem scary to 
them. I think as a family we handled 
it well and it has made us closer.” 

A big part of keeping normality go¬ 
ing was getting up every morning and 
going to work whenever possible, and 
Mrs Hirst says the school and her col¬ 
leagues were immensely supportive. 

“They let me talk about it all day 
long if I wanted. If I had still been 
working at home, I don’t know if I 
would have got through it,” she said. 

Rachel was cared for at Maidstone 
Hospital and the Tunbridge Wells Hos¬ 
pital at Pembury, and also used Breast 
Cancer Care’s online forum, where 
women can speak to others who are 
going through the same thing. 

“The NHS treatment was brilliant. 
They were very caring,” she said. 

But after her treatment ended in 
June 2011, Mrs Hirst found that what 
had happened continued to affect her 
emotionally. 

“I felt relief that everything was 
over, and I was just pleased to get 
back to normal. Mark, the girls and I 
went on a very nice holiday, but I 
didn’t want to make too much of a 
thing of it,” she said. 

“I am proud I got to the end. I felt like 
going round and telling everyone. But 
when the treatment is finished, every¬ 
one thinks you are back to normal. 
And I thought, I’m not right, this is 
going to affect me for a long time.” 

Now, Rachel says her experiences 
have made her a more confident, less 
anxious, person. 

“Nothing scares me now because I 
have been so scared,” she said. 

In June, Mrs Hirst will be running 
Cancer Research UK’s Race for Life in 
Tunbridge Wells for the third time, 
with Lucy and a group of colleagues. 

“We feel very, very lucky as all the 
women in our family survived breast 
cancer,” she said. 

“We just want to help raise funds 
for important research that will help 
other people survive, too.” 

She urged women to check their 
breasts regularly and go to their doc¬ 
tor if they had any concerns. 

“Be aware of any signs or symp¬ 
toms and react straight away. Don’t 
be frightened or worried that you’re 
wasting the doctor’s time. 

And she has a message for anyone 
battling cancer. 

“Remain positive and keep yourself 
busy, but don’t beat yourself up if you 
can’t be positive all the time,” she said. 
“And ask for help when you need it.”

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Breast cancer- 
what to look for 


BREAST cancer is the most common cancer in 
the UK. One in eight women will develop the 
disease. Occasionally it can occur in men. 

About 80 per cent of those will be women 
aged 50 and over, but breast cancer is also the 
most common cancer in women under 39. 

The incidence of breast cancer in women in 
the UK has increased by almost 70 per cent 
since the mid-1970s. 

However, survival rates have increased, too; 
more than three-quarters of those diagnosed 
survive for 10 years or more, twice as many as 
40 years ago. 

Women with a mother, sister or daughter 
who has been diagnosed with breast cancer are 
almost twice as likely to develop it. 

However, eight out of nine cases occur in 
women with no family history of breast cancer, 
and not all women with a family history of 
breast cancer are at increased risk. 

Signs to look out for include any lumps, 
bumps, pain or discomfort in your breast; a 
change in the shape of your breast; puckering 
or dimpling of the skin; discharge, bleeding, 
soreness or rashes. 

The NHS website stresses: “Most of these are 
harmless but all of them need to be checked as 
there is a small chance they could be the first 
sign of cancer. If there is a cancer present, the 
sooner it is reported, the more simple treatment 
is likely to be.” 

The NHS breast-screening programme 
screens about two million women for breast 
cancer each year. 

Of those, some 0.8 per cent, or 16,500 
women, will be diagnosed with the disease. 

About a third of all cases are detected 
through screening.

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Police federation 
claims criticism of 
domestic violence 
response is unfair

K ENT Police has been told its han¬ 
dling of domestic abuse cases is “not 
good enough and needs to be im¬ 
proved”, according to a government 
report. 

In a report issued on Thursday by the HM In¬ 
spectorate of Constabulary (HMIC), the force was 
told there were “some areas which require im¬ 
provement in order to provide a consistent quali¬ 
ty of service and minimise the risks to victims”. 

However, the Kent Police Federation has hit 
back at the criticisms and 
said that while the force is 
keen to improve things, of¬ 
ficers are offering a greatly 
improved service. 

The findings of the report 
were not all negative, howev¬ 
er. It found responding to and 
preventing incidents of do¬ 
mestic abuse was a priority 
for the force and there were 
“pockets” of good practice. 

But it was the shortcom¬ 
ings that grabbed the head¬ 
lines. 

Nationally, HMIC has 
identified the police re¬ 
sponse to domestic abuse is 
not good enough and must 
be improved. HMIC’s inspec¬ 
tion considered the effective¬ 
ness of the police approach 
to domestic abuse and 
whether risks to victims 
were adequately managed. 

In Kent, domestic abuse 
accounts for about 35 per 
cent of all assaults, with 
injury, recorded by Kent 
Police for the 12 months to 
the end of August 2013. 

In Kent, HMIC found that 
the force’s central referral 
unit, which receives calls, 
had received no recent 
training in domestic abuse 
- although the force says it 
has plans to address this. 

It did find, however, that 
the force had effective sys¬ 
tems in place to support the 
identification of domestic 
abuse and initially assess the risk to victims. 

The HM Inspector of Constabulary for the 
eastern region, Zoe Billingham, said: “Respond¬ 
ing to and preventing incidents of domestic 
abuse is a priority for Kent Police. This is recog¬ 
nised by staff across the organisation. 

“While there are pockets of good practice, 
there are some areas which require improve¬ 
ment in order to provide a consistent quality of 
service and minimise the risks to victims. 

“The force generally responds well to high-risk 
victims of domestic abuse. However, the response 
to standard and medium-risk cases is less well 
developed and the force recognises that it could 
also do more to manage serial perpetrators. 


“There has been a lack of effective training in 
domestic abuse to some key staff, which means 
that they do not understand all aspects of do¬ 
mestic abuse.” 

Kent Police and Crime Commissioner Ann 
Barnes said: “The HMIC report shows while 
there is much more to do, it does confirm Kent’s 
absolute focus to help victims. I welcome the 
report because any debate helps to raise aware¬ 
ness of this despicable crime.” 

Kent Police says processes are now in place to 
ensure that shortcomings are addressed. 

Ian Pointon, chairman of the Kent Police Fed¬ 
eration, which represents rank-and-file officers, 
hit back at the criticism, however. 

He said: “Whilst I broad¬ 
ly welcome the HMIC rec¬ 
ommendations, it would be 
easy to jump to the conclu¬ 
sion that victims of domes¬ 
tic abuse in Kent are being 
routinely failed by Kent 
Police. I simply do not rec¬ 
ognise that. 

“We should not forget the 
police response to domestic 
abuse has improved greatly 
over the last 25 to 30 years. 
This is a long way from 
when I joined. Then the 
accepted, yet unaccepta¬ 
ble, practice was don’t get 
involved in domestics. 

“We should also view 
this report against the 
backdrop of swingeing cuts 
to police budgets. We have 
500 fewer police officers 
and 700 fewer police staff. 
We are set to lose a further 
100-150 police officers and 
more police staff. 

“Overall demand for po¬ 
licing shows no signs of 
abating and police officers 
are stretched to breaking 
point. In addition, we seem 
to operate in an environ¬ 
ment when everything we 
do appears to be a priority. 

“For example, the public 
priority is for more bobbies 
on the beat to reassure 
them. I understand that, 
but it has to be balanced 
with specialist roles that 
are often invisible but 
equally on the frontline - specialist officers deal¬ 
ing with domestic abuse being just one example. 

“I would like to reassure everyone that 3,200 
police officers and their police staff colleagues 
are doing their level best in difficult times to pro¬ 
vide a first-class service to the people of Kent. 

“Experience tells me we do take domestic 
abuse very seriously, but where there is room for 
improvement I am positive that will be done. 

“I know that we won’t get it right all of the 
time - we are after all only human - but let’s 
keep those occasions in perspective.”

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Festival shifts from Pantiles to 
the park after threat to future 

Local & Live music event is hitting the right notes again as it bounces back. Caroline Read reports... 


A POPULAR music festi¬ 
val, cancelled last year 
due to a funding crisis, is 
set to return this sum¬ 
mer - in a new location. 
The Local & Live event in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells has been organised for 
the past eight years by local musician 
PaulDunton. 

Traditionally staged in and around 
the historic Pantiles, last year it failed 
to secure a major sponsor forcing the 
event to be shelved. 

Now, however, it has confirmed it 
will return over the August bank hol¬ 
iday weekend, with the main stage of 
the free festival moving to Calverley 
Grounds - a picturesque park in the 
centre of the town which, in the win¬ 
ter, plays host to the town’s popular 
ice rink. 

Mr Dunton, 36, from Rusthall, 
said: “I just think it’s the right time to 
move the festival. Calverley Grounds 
is an ideal location for us. 

“There have to be a few compro¬ 
mises though, like we’re only allowed 
to use it for two days instead of our 
usual three and there’s a 9pm finish 
each evening. But just the fact that 
we’re in there is a good thing.” 

The festival, which showcases 
some of the many talented musicians 
to come from the area and is one of 
the most popular events in the Tun¬ 
bridge Wells music calendar, began in 
2006, with what Mr Dunton thought 
would be a one-off event to celebrate 
the town’s 400th anniversary. 

It proved so popular, particularly 
with the unique set-up on the band¬ 
stand at the heart of the town’s his¬ 
toric Pantiles shopping area, he de¬ 
cided to try something similar the 
following year. 

Mr Dunton also runs a twice-week¬ 
ly music evening at The Grey Lady 
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Music Lounge in the Georgian parade 
and, as well as performing with his 
band The Paul Dunton Orchestra, 
has a roster of hundreds of hand¬ 
picked local musicians to call on. 

From humble beginnings with a 
few chairs arranged around the 
bandstand, in recent years the event 
has become huge, with thousands 
attending over the long weekend and 
an emphasis put on standing space 
rather than seating. 

But last year Mr Dunton failed to 
secure a major sponsor and was 
forced to announce, late in the day, 
the event would have to be cancelled. 

The community rallied round and 
supporters voiced their dismay the pop¬ 
ular event would not be going ahead. 

Eventually Mr Dunton was offered 
the use of The Forum, the award-win¬ 
ning live music venue - formerly a 
public toilet on the nearby Common 
with a capacity of around 250 
people - to hold a series of fund-rais¬ 
ing concerts over the weekend the 
festival should have taken place, 
using many of the bands who had 
been booked to perform. 

“The support that I received last

year was amazing,” said Mr Dunton. 

“But it’s just such a shame all that 
support flooded in and all that money 
was raised too late to keep the festival 
on the Pantiles.” 

With much of the funds raised last 
August still in the pot, and with 
monthly fundraising gigs at Trinity 
Theatre and The Forum in the run-up 
to the main event, Mr Dunton is posi¬ 
tive the expected £25,000 running 
costs for this year’s event in the park 
will be raised in time. 

“It was time to move to a new home 
anyway but especially after what 
happened last year,” said Mr Dunton. 

“To be honest there wasn’t really 
enough space on the Pantiles. We had 
several great years of Local & Live 
there, but the last three or four years 
it’s been getting so busy, we were 
thinking that at some point we were 
going to start running out of room.” 

With the idea of moving the event 
into one of the town’s parks, Mr 
Dunton approached Tunbridge Wells 
Borough Council several months ago 
and had to get not only its approval 
but also that of the Friends of Calver¬ 
ley Grounds. 

“Luckily our MP, Greg Clark, is very 
supportive and lots of people wrote let¬ 
ters on my behalf,” said Mr Dunton. 

“Also Local & Live has a great safe¬ 
ty record; we’ve never had any prob¬ 
lems. So it’s just been convincing 
them that it’s not a heavy metal festi¬ 
val or anything like that. 

“And explaining how the park will 
be left in an immaculate state after¬ 
wards.” 

Nicholas Pope is vice chairman of 
the Friends of Calverley Grounds. 

He said: “We are very supportive of 
Local & Live coming to our park. Nat¬ 
urally, we have concerns about

Grounds with so many residents liv¬ 
ing close by, but we believe the repu¬ 
tation of the event, the support it 
gives to local talent and the sched¬ 
uled hours of live music, should make 
it a successful and enjoyable event for 
music fans, musicians, and local resi¬ 
dents.” 

W ith the festival potential¬ 
ly becoming so much 
bigger this year, Mr 
Dunton has decided to 
get help co-ordinating the event. 

He’s taken on events manager Sue 
Latham who also organises the an¬ 
nual Tunbridge Wells Mela in the 
same park and he’s formed a commit¬ 
tee to deal with some of the planning. 

“Mr Dunton admits that organis¬ 
ing a festival in a park is more compli¬ 
cated than he’s used to. It’s also going 
to be more expensive. 

“We have to hire the park. It’s not a 
massive amount, but it’s not free. 

“The main costs will be the insur¬ 
ance, a security force - who will have 
to remain overnight to protect the 
equipment - and the stage itself will 
probably cost £5,000.” 


For festival-goers who want the mu¬ 
sic to continue past the allocated 9pm 
finish times, Mr Dunton and the own¬ 
ers of The Forum have arranged for 
the festival to move inside the live mu¬ 
sic venue each evening. 

There will also be several acoustic 
stages at various pubs around the 
town so Mr Dunton hopes a fringe 
festival atmosphere will spread 
through Tunbridge Wells over the 
weekend. 

“One of the things I want to ensure 
in the next few months is that people 
know Local & Live is back on,” said Mr 
Dunton. 

“We’re back and we’ve moved. I’m 
hoping the die hard Local & Live audi¬ 
ence will come along as usual but 
also a new audience. 

“Maybe the relaxed setting of the 
park will attract a few more people 
who haven’t been before and who 
haven’t heard our great acts. It should 
also appeal more to families.” 

Singer-songwriter Goldie Reed, 
who has been booked to perform at 
the event said: “It is always such a 
pleasure to play the event. 

“Paul has done an incredible job in 
building the festival and as it contin¬ 
ues to grow I am not at all surprised 
it’s changed location. 

“The Pantiles is a lovely setting, but 
I feel the festival has outgrown that 
space and needed more room to 
expand. 

“The park will allow the audience 
to relax in a comfortable and beauti¬ 
ful setting while still enjoying the 
great local music.”

Ballet... required viewing 
from the age of three 


George Williamson, of My First Ballet, 
talks to Dave Mairs about spreading 
the joys of a sometimes-sophisticated 
art form with a new (young) audience 


I T’S an art form that is viewed 
as one of the least accessible to 
the mainstream audience, but 
ballet is thriving and a project 
aimed at getting more young 
people involved is coming to 
Tunbridge Wells this spring. 

My First Ballet is a project by 
English National Ballet and English 
National Ballet School and its 
presentation of Coppelia is the third 
in a series that has already seen 
hugely successful productions of 
Sleeping Beauty and Cinderella. 

The My First Ballet presentation of 
Coppelia is the creation of Gavin 
Sutherland and ENB’s associate 
artist George Williamson, who are 
aiming to give children as young as 
three their first experience of 
classical ballet. 

“It’s a classical ballet format with 
all the elements of classical ballet but 
adapted to two acts with a 
20-minute interval,” said 
Williamson. “It’s basically enabling 
children of three and upwards to

follow the story, using narration and 
mime. 

“Mime features in classical ballet 
anyway, but here it’s used more to 
explain what’s going on - youngsters 
need that little bit of extra help.” 

Coppelia is not as widely known as 
either Sleeping Beauty or Cinderella, 
both of which of course are pedalled 
out across the land as Christmas 
pantomimes, so how does My First 
Ballet select which productions it is 
going to offer the country’s family 
audiences? 

“Sleeping Beauty and Cinderella 
are both great traditional ballets, 
while Coppelia is a very famous 
classical ballet - it’s slightly different 
in that it’s not about princesses and 
kings. Rather, it’s two young lovers 
and more a comedy than a fairy tale, 
with a toy apparently coming to life. 

“It’s such a well-known ballet that 
the performers are used to doing it 
and bringing out that comical value. 
It’s a cheeky story of a boy distracted 
by a beautiful girl on a balcony that

he doesn’t realise is a doll.” 

Coppelia is Williamson’s second 
production with My First Ballet and 
he says the concept evolved at ENB 
“as a good way to join up in 
partnership” with the English 
National Ballet School, where he 
himself graduated. 

“The school is not necessarily 
about feeding ENB new dancers,” he 
said. “It’s more about giving the 
dancers an education in ballet and 
encouraging their development in 
that form.” 

It seems an ambitious aim, getting 
three-olds to take ballet to their 
hearts, so was this something that 
the medium needed if it was to thrive 
in a world in which so many other 
art forms and activities are 
competing for the attention of all of 
us, not just that of our children? 

“Ballet is on the up, there’s no 
question,” said Williamson. “But 
when we started doing My First 
Ballet, there was nothing like this to 
get children involved. 

“You probably wouldn’t have been 
allowed to take your three-year-old 
to the ballet in the first place and if 
you did they’d get lost and never go 
back. This is a good way to dip your 
toe in the water.” 

Williamson is excited about the 
future with ENB, which has a new 
director and “new artistic team 
going forward”, while he points to 
the undoubtedly impressive result 
that more than 50,000 seats were 
sold across the country for the My 
First Ballet production of Cinderella. 

That ‘across the country’ bit is 
important because there is a strong 


feeling that watching ballet is far 
more a metropolitan pastime than it 
has ever been, or perhaps ever could

be, a provincial activity. 

“I do think there’s more of a 
market for ballet in London than 


there is outside London, but the good 
thing about this production is that it 
fits the smaller stage. 

“We can go to the smaller venues 
and we want to bring ballet to the 
widest possible audience. 

“Already the tour has added about 
50,000 people to the number who 
are watching ballet this year.” 

And does it appeal more to boys 
than girls? 

“Out of the three that have been 
done, I think this is the most suitable 
for boys, but I don’t think any parent 
should be put off or shy away from 
bringing either boys or girls here.” 


It’s early days yet, of course, and 
it’s not possible to determine any sort 
of ‘success rate’ with regard to 
children staying with ballet or even 
going on to become dancers 
themselves, but the latter would 
surely be the ultimate triumph of My 
First Ballet? 

“Yes, I would hope so. I definitely 
know that people who have been to 
see it have gone on to see other 
productions. 

“Children try it and go to classes, 
but for anyone it’s a great 
opportunity to see live theatre and 
hear classical music, which doesn’t 


necessarily get a look-in. 

“It’s good for people to hear where 
all the music they listen to orginally 
came from.” 

So the joy of ballet - and indeed 
classical music - is being shared with 
children, at least some of whom will 
hopefully develop their appreciation 
to some degree. But the other 
obvious question relates to those 
who are with them for My First Ballet 
productions such as Coppelia... what

do the parents make of it all? Is there 
a new legion of middle-aged ballet 
aficionados absorbing a genre that 
does demand some level of genuine 
effort if it is to be enjoyed to the full? 

“What we find is that the audience 
is not a typical ballet audience - it’s 
more a commercial-theatre audience 
and it’s an opportunity for them to 
see what it means to be a ballet 
dancer. They tend to develop a 
new-found respect for the art form.” 

And that’s probably something 
that could do many more of us a lot 
of good. You know where to go...

A brief conversation on Twitter has paved the way for poet 
George Szirtes to join the line-up at the Folkestone Festival 



MESSAGE sent in jest on 
social-networking site 
Twitter has ended with 
renowned Hungarian-born 
poet George Szirtes agreeing to 
read poetry from a beach hut in 
Folkestone. 

Szirtes is lined up to appear as part 
of the Folkestone Festival in May after 
responding to Helen Thomson on 
Twitter. 

Mrs Thomson, a writer who lives in 
Elham, was browsing the site when 
up popped a comment that she re¬ 
sponded to without realising who had 
posted it, suggesting that they get 
themselves a beach hut in Folkestone. 

When Szirtes replied, back in Au¬ 
gust, she carried on the conversation 
and asked whether he would like to 
read poetry at her hut, which to her 
surprise he agreed to. 

Mrs Thomson said: “I don’t really 
use Twitter, but I just happened to be 
on it when there was a comment 
from him. 

“He said something about Sunday 
being a mere shadow of Saturday. I 
replied and said you need a beach 
hut in Folkestone, which he replied 


back to. I thought ‘Oh my goodness’. 

“When I sent the first message I 
didn’t look at whose name it was -1 
just looked at the comment. It was 
only when he replied that I realised 
who it was. It is one of those funny 
ideas that has just grown and it’s 
quite exciting.” 

Szirtes was born in Budapest but 
moved to England as a refugee aged 


12 and lived in London. He has 
written numerous books since his 
first, The Slant Door, from 1979. He 
received the TS Eliot Prize for his 
work Reel in 2004 and was short¬ 
listed for Bad Machine last year. 

Now living in Norwich, he also 
works as a book-translator. He will 
be joined by local poet Leah Thorn, 
who is an artist and activist.

It is a new experience for Mrs 
Thomson, who hopes it will prove a 
hit: “It can be an advantage that 
people can watch without any 
expectations.

It’s not 
confined or restricted as a more 


formal event is. 

“If you don’t like it, you can just 
walk off again.

M Y mood wasn’t the 
best as I arrived on 
the Isle of Sheppey in 
the dark and wet and 
battled my way slowly 
through Friday rush-hour traffic 
towards The Shurland Hotel in 
Eastchurch. 

But it was easy to find, on a 
prominent corner next to the 
substantial All Saints Church, and 
the welcome awaiting me in the 
smart black and white reception area 
was warm and friendly. 

I was whisked up to the 
Aquamarine Suite and, minutes 
later, lying back in a hot, bubbling 
jacuzzi bath, I started to feel 
distinctly better. 

The room was quite plain but 
perfectly comfortable - a three-seat 
squashy cream sofa, a four-poster 
bed with a gauzy drape, simple 
wooden furnishings and a distinct 
lack of ‘frills’ - but, as I was soon to 
learn, all this is about to change. 

The hotel’s name references 
Shurland Hall, near Eastchurch, 
named after its original 12th-century 
owners the De Shurlands. 

While not quite of that vintage, 
there was quite a bit of reconstruction 
work to be done when three 
business partners bought The 
Shurland last summer before its 
official opening in October. 

The ground floor was the first 
target and money was invested in 
gutting, enlarging and basically 
transforming a very traditional 
and dated area into the crisp, 
contemporary space it is today. 

The black and white theme that 
begins in the reception continues 


My visit coincided with the start of 
the new spring menu (they will 
change every three months). 

After some fresh, warm poppy¬ 
seed bread served with oil and 
vinegar and good butter, I tucked 
into pressed terrine of slow-roasted 
pork belly served with apple chutney 
and wafer-thin granary toast. 

Managing to be earthy and meaty 
yet also light, the terrine was 
perfectly complemented by the 
sweetness of the chutney and a 
beautifully-dressed salad. 

A fine red Italian Barolo Giacosa 
Fratelli was the perfect 
accompaniment and also went very 
well with my main course of 
Gressingham duck. Pan-fried, the 
richness of the breast was offset by a 
deliciously sharp blueberry glaze; 
Savoy cabbage and roasted carrots 
were the simple accompaniments. 

Other choices include pan-fried sea 
bass on chive mash, rack of lamb, 
steaks - and beer-battered haddock 
with hand-cut fries and minted 
mushy peas (the choice of most). 

I was delighted to see a separate 
vegetarian menu, with four choices 
per course and imaginative ones at 
that - spiced couscous with roast 
artichoke and tomato ragout and an 
Asian-style vegetable curry both 
tempted. 

I knew to expect a lot from the 
desserts, a speciality of chef Simon 
Dallas, and I was not to be 
disappointed. His Normandy apple 
flan with sauce Anglaise was 
stunning: exquisitely thin pastry 
and strawberries adding a hint of 
sweetness to the sharper apples. 

After a good night’s sleep, I took

through to the bar, lounge and 
restaurant, with black stencils of birds 
on the white walls, black leather 
seating and stools on chrome 
pedestals up at the smart, well-lit bar. 

It’s all very different from the 
‘busy’ carpet, red-patterned 
wallpaper and shiny wooden 
furnishings of before and it has 
inevitably meant a change of 
clientele to an extent. 

Other changes at ground-floor 
level include The Island Gym & Spa, 
where much has been spent on new 
state-of-the-art equipment, a sauna 
and solarium. 

It is up to 500 members already 
and the facilities are all available to 
hotel guests - next time I’ll pack my 
trainers. 

I opted to eat in the bar as the 
restaurant was quiet and it looked 
more fun. 

People were at tables throughout 
the ground-floor area, where there 
are lots of little nooks and crannies, 
choosing from either the bar menu 
(baguettes, grills, jacket potatoes) or 
the more elaborate restaurant one. 

There was a nice, happy buzz.

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breakfast in the restaurant, which 
overlooks the substantial parish 
church. With a tiled floor, part- 
panelled walls in black and white, 
leaf wall decorations and sculptural 
pieces in its alcoves, it seats 46 on 
high-backed black leather chairs at 
sturdy square tables. 

P enny, efficient and friendly, 
served me poached eggs on 
wholemeal toast just how I 
like them; my only comment 
would be that I would have preferred 
a cafetiere of coffee rather than 
having to ask for it by the cup. 

The manager showed me round 
the rest of the hotel and discussed the 
plans for the bedrooms - perfectly 
functional, they don’t yet match the 
style of the revamped ground floor, 
but by the time you read this, 
changes will have been made to all 
rooms and the carpets in upstairs 
public areas. 

I was impressed by the large 
function suite with its own bar. 
Already proving popular for 
weddings and corporate functions, it 
is also versatile: a local judo club was 
training there on my visit. 

This is an interesting addition to 
the island and one that’s already 
making big changes and attracting a 
wider clientele, increasingly from 
further afield. One to watch.

Airport ‘disaster’ 
was not a surprise 

I SYMPATHISE with those likely to 
become redundant following the 
closure of Manston Airport and I 
hope they find new employment 
soon. 

I am also angry at how politicians 
failed to see this disaster coming and 
make adequate preparations. 

It’s been evident for years that 
Manston’s long-term future was 
shaky. Its sale for £1 and the airport 
commission’s exclusion of Manston 
from its airport-capacity expansion 
plans should have rang alarm bells. 

But no. MPs Sir Roger Gale and 
Laura Sandys and Thanet council 
leader Clive Hart preferred to talk it 
up despite evidence to the contrary. 

Anyone with an understanding of 
basic economics would have realised 
betting on the airport for Thanet’s 
recovery was a high-risk gamble. 

Instead, efforts should have been 
made to work with the government, 
the airport-owners, businesses and 
the local community to develop a 
Plan B for the airport site with 
leisure, industrial and service- 
industry options that would create 
new sustainable jobs for Thanet. 

Also, instead of waiting until after 
the disaster happened, they should 
have been lobbying a long time ago 
for the extension of the Discovery 
Park Enterprise Zone to Thanet to 
encourage new business start-ups to 
locate in our district. But instead 
they sat back and did nothing. 

In all likelihood, airport-owner 
Ann Gloag will now apply to build 
houses on the site. This will add to 
the 2,350 new houses already in the 
pipeline to be built on sites within a 
mile of the airport. This will add 
considerably to the traffic congestion 
and polluting emissions that are 
already an unpleasant feature of this 
part of Thanet. 

This is something I will strongly 
oppose and this is something that 
could have been avoided had our 
MPs and council leader engaged in 
developing a Plan B. 

One saving grace might be that the 
ill-conceived Manston Parkway 
station might now be dropped and 
the money spent instead on 
developing a full high-speed rail link 
between Ashford and Thanet.

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HS2 will cost us £159m f 
claims campaign group

THE county’s economy could lose up 
to £159 million a year if the Govern¬ 
ment’s HS2 high-speed rail plans get 
the go-ahead. 

The figure is being used by a cam¬ 
paign group opposed to the introduc¬ 
tion of a service which would see fast 
trains link London to the north. 

It claims the figure comes from an 
official report by KPMG on the eco¬ 
nomic impact of HS2 on the nation. 

Kent, it claims, would be one of 50 
areas to lose out financially if it’s 
built. 

The HS2 Action Alliance, set up in 
2010 to fight the plans, says news the 
link between the HS1 terminus at St 
Pancras and the proposed HS2 termi¬ 
nus at Euston is being scrapped will 
also hit Kent. 

The decision means there will be no 
direct high speed rail services be¬ 
tween Europe, Kent, London, Bir¬ 
mingham and the north west of Eng¬ 
land. 

The group claims economic output 
in Kent could suffer as businesses

choose to invest nearer the new HS2 
line between London, Birmingham 
and Crewe. 

According to the KPMG research, 
Kent would see its economic output 
fall by up to £159m a year. 

The report is the same which shows 
a £15bn benefit to the UK economy - 
but, campaigners say, after submit¬ 
ting a Freedom of Information Act, 


has also revealed regions which will 
possibly miss out. 

Peter Chegwyn, local campaigns 
director for the HS2 Action Alliance, 
said: “The KPMG report shows Brit¬ 
ain will have a two-tier economy if 
HS2 is built with areas close to the 
line gaining and many other areas 
losing out. 

“KPMG admitted its report clearly 
shows the benefits of HS2 for some re¬ 
gions and the negative impacts it 
might have on others. 

“HS2 is very bad news for Kent as 
jobs could be lost if firms choose to re¬ 
locate nearer to the new HS2 rail line. 

“Just as Kent gained from business 
investment when the HS1 rail line 
was built, so too the KPMG research 
shows that Kent will suffer if HS2 is 
built. 

“Kent has nothing to gain but eve¬ 
rything to lose from HS2 including 
local jobs and economic output.” 

Kent has benefitted greatly from 
HS1 which has slashed travel times to 
London and continues to attract in¬ 
vestment.

KCC sets its sights 
on further £100m 
of European funds 

COUNTY Hall chiefs say they hope to snag another £100 
million of European funding over the next six years - to 
add to the £31m secured since 2007. 

Kent County Council is now looking at how to build on 
this success to make more of Kent’s position as the coun¬ 
try’s gateway to Europe - encouraging businesses to ex¬ 
port more and lobbying the UK government to make sure 
the county gets access to any appropriate funding. 

The £31.6m that came in to the county from 2007-2013 
supported more than 80 projects and another round of 
funding will follow for 2014-2020. 

Among the projects supported were redundant workers 
from the Pfizer plant in Sandwich, and for firms across the 
county to help them cut costs and become more energy 
efficient. 

Information about investment in Kent was examined 
through KCC’s select committee on ‘Kent’s European rela¬ 
tionship’. The committee’s report praised the work of the 
international affairs group and the county council’s repre¬ 
sentatives in Brussels who act to promote the county’s pri¬ 
orities and projects. 

The report also argues that, with the right “direction, 
support and commitment”, the international affairs group 
could help bring more than £100m of EU funding to Kent 
from 2014-20. 

Alex King, who chaired the select committee, said: 
“With one EU funding programme having just ended, the 
new programme for 2014-20 is potentially very positive 
for Kent - and the county is eligible for a range of funding 
streams. These include money designed to work across 
borders and regions. I believe that through a continued, 
reinvigorated focus, KCC can maximise its share of EU 
funding for the county - its residents and businesses in a 
critical period for local government finance.”

In his 2014 Budget speech, the 
Chancellor set the scene for the 
announcements stating that “if 
you’re a maker, doer or a saver: this 
Budget is for you”. 

Towards the end of last year the 
Government issued the majority 
of the clauses, in draft, of Finance 
Bill 2014 together with updates on 
consultations. The publication of the 
draft Finance Bill clauses is now an 
established way in which tax policy 
is developed, communicated 
and legislated. 

The Budget updated some of these 
previous announcements and also 
proposed further measures. Some of 
these changes apply from April 2014 
and some take effect at a later date. 

A few of the headline Budget 
announcements affecting 
businesses included:

end of 2015. 

■ The Government are to back 
businesses that invest and export. 
Direct lending to businesses to 
promote exports doubled to £3 
billion and interest rates on that 
lending were cut by a third 

■ Enhanced (100%) capital 
allowances for spending on plant 
and machinery in enterprise zones 
are to be extended to 31 March 2020. 

■ The increase in SME repayable tax 
credit in respect of research and 
development expenditure from 
11% to 14.5% will help small loss 
making start-ups.

Budget reveals 
increase to 
investment 
allowances 

T HE Chancellor’s Budget last week an¬ 
nounced some interesting changes. 
News for businesses included the in¬ 
creased Annual Investment Allow¬ 
ance to £500,000 from April 2014 
until December 31, 2015. 

The AIA provides 100 per cent deduction for 
the cost of most plant and machinery purchased 
by a business. 

Expenditure exceeding the annual limit gen¬ 
erally attracts allowances of only 18 per cent or 
8 per cent. Any planned large investment there¬ 
fore should be undertaken by December 2015. 

Small/Medium Entities who undertake re¬ 
search and development and have losses can 
claim a tax credit by way of an HMRC cash sum. 

From April 1, 2014, the rate of the R&D pay¬ 
able tax credit will increase from 11 per cent to 
14.5 per cent, perhaps an example of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s intention to encourage innovation. 

Significant pension changes were an¬ 
nounced, which will enable more flexibility for 
individuals on how they use their accumulated 
pension pot to fund their retirement, including 
the option to draw 100 per cent of their fund. 

The greater range of options will mean that 
getting the right advice at the point of

retirement will be even more important. 

Previously-announced tax incentives for 
childcare have been increased to enable parents 
to claim up to £2,000 per year per child. 

Self-employed parents will be able to get sup¬ 
port with childcare costs in the Tax-Free Child¬ 
care scheme, unlike the current employer- 
supported schemes. 

Other changes include increased ISA limits 
for savers and previously announced changes 
for Limited Liability Partnerships and Capital 
Gains Tax on principal private residences.

Fifty years on, Brands Hatch 
remembers first Grand Prix 


It started with Jim Clark in a Lotus in 1964 and finished in 1986 with Nigel Mansell in his Williams- 
Honda... Greg Miles looks back at the West Kingsdown track’s memorable 14-Grand Prix history 


HIS summer will mark 50 
years since Formula One 
first graced the tarmac at 
Brands Hatch. 

The legendary Jim Clark 
drove his Lotus to victory in 1964 to 
herald an exciting new era for the 
West Kingsdown circuit. 

In the event it hosted just 14 Grand 
Prix, both British and European, 
sharing in alternate years with the 
event’s current home, Silverstone. 

Nevertheless, there were plenty of 
memorable moments from those days 
to be cherished by the thousands of 
spectators who packed the grand¬ 
stands from 1964 to 1986. 

Brands was able to host Formula 
One, having had redevelopment work 
back in 1960. 

The track length was doubled and a 
new short track of 2.65 miles created 
... and the rest, as they say, is history. 

Things ended on a sad note in the 
final Grand Prix in 1986. In a first-lap 
incident at Paddock Bend, Jacques 
Laffite broke both legs crashing head- 
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on into the wall on the right side of 
the track, an accident that spelt the 
end of his career. 

It was in that race as well that Nigel 
Mansell set the Grand Prix configur¬ 
ation’s lap record in his Williams- 
Honda in a time of 1:09.593 

The event was moved because of 
safety concerns as the circuit’s fast 
and tightly-packed corners presented 
too much of a risk for the increasing 
speed of FI cars that had moved on 
immeasurably from those that raced 
there in the 60s. 

Aa a result, since 1987 every Brit¬ 
ish Grand Prix has been held at 
Silverstone in Northamptonshire. 

There were attempts to bring it 
back to Brands Hatch in 2002, but it 
never materialised as planning per¬ 
mission for the required improve¬ 
ments never got off the ground. 

It almost moved to Donington Park 
for 10 years from 2010, but the track 
failed to find the necessary funding in 
time and instead Silverstone signed a 
17-year agreement until 2026. 


One man who remembers coming 
to Brands is David Scott, the race 
operations manager for MotorSport 
Vision, which owns the circuit. 

His interest in motorsport began 
on some rather unusual days out 
with the man who founded the Mack¬ 
intosh toffee empire, Lord Harold 
Mackintosh. 

He said: “1964 was my first recol-

lection of coming here. We weren’t 
here on the main race day but came 
on the Saturday. 

“My dad was a chauffeur for Lord 
Mackintosh and his family house was 
up in Norfolk, not far from Snetter- 
ton. We used to go from the factory 
and drop by his house and then Snet- 
terton race track. 

“I have done every British Grand 
Prix and some of the European ones 
at Brands. I was here for the Lauda 
and Hunt incident, too. The atmos¬ 
phere was just incredible that day. 

“I think I was clerk of the course 
for one of the support races on that 
weekend, so during the FI stuff I was 
able to watch it. 

“I would sit on the grassy hill at 
Graham Hill Bend and watch the cars 
coming through - it was a great sight.” 

Modern technology has obviously 
made things faster and given the au¬ 
dience a greater insight into what 
goes on, but Scott prefers the old days. 

“The Formula One infrastructure is 
just colossal,” he said. “There is a lot 


of hype about it now. In the early days 
it was a bunch of cars going around. 
But now it’s set up as something spe¬ 
cial. I think it has probably come a bit 
too far. 

“The drivers are not the characters 
they used to be. Their interviews you 
could shut your eyes and it could be 
any one of them. It’s all the same. 

“The whole thing is on a different 
level now. There simply is not enough 
space now [at Brands]. It would need 
a huge redevelopment. When you see 
the number of back-up vehicles need¬ 
ed at Silverstone, you understand.” 

Having been behind the scenes, 
Scott gave some insight into what life 
is like on a race day. 

“In race control there is generally 
an air of calm,” he said. “If you go into 
race control at Silverstone it’s virtu¬ 
ally silent in there. 

“There’s people commenting and a 
bit of radio traffic, but it’s very quiet. 

“Even when there’s a bit of action 
and cars are off the track, there’s an 
air of organisation.” 
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BRANDS HATCH GRAND PR1X WINNERS 
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versus Niki Lauda 

BRITISH fans were hopeful of a 
home victory for their hero James 
Hunt in race nine of the season at 
Brands Hatch. 

But his nemesis Austrian Niki 
Lauda took pole position in 
qualifying, with Hunt in second. 

Lauda’s team-mate Clay 
Regazzoni made a quick start and 
got up to second and challenged 
Lauda. The two touched and 
Regazzoni span. 

Hunt and Jacques Laffite hit 
him, which left debris strewn all 
over the track, meaning the race 
had to be restarted. 

In a controversial move, Hunt, 
Regazzoni and Laffite were all 
forced to take part in the 
restarted race in spare cars. 

Lauda and Hunt resumed their 
battle, with Regazzoni in tow. He 
retired midway through with 
Lauda leading comfortably, but 
the Austrian suffered problems of 
his own, meaning Hunt took the 
lead with 15 minutes to go. 

He went on to win, but the 
drama did not end there. Ferrari 
Tyrell and the Fittipaldi team 
appealed against Hunt being 
allowed to take part in the spare 
car and it went to the FIA, which 
decided two months later to 
disqualify Hunt, giving Lauda the 
race win. 

The duo’s famous rivalry 
continued throughout the season, 
with the Brit coming out on top as 
the 1976 World Champion. 

The story was turned into the 
film Rush, released last year and 
filmed at Brands. 


Hawkins on the march as he 
tackles O’Sullivan conqueror 


DITTON snooker-player Barry Hawkins has 
made it through to the quarter-finals of the 
Players Championship Grand Final in Preston. 

He battled through his second-round fixture 
to take an enthralling match 4-3 against Welsh¬ 
man Ryan Day, having led 1-0, 2-1 and 3-2 only 
for Day to level the frames each time.
